“BODIES OF BUT 


-oo THREE VICTIMS 


OF SHIPWRECK 


~ AD YET FOUND 


SANTA BARBARA, Sept. 11.--There' 
no truth in the widely circulated } 
report that a dozen bodies of vicel 
tims of the wreck of seven United | 
States destroyers: * Delphy, Young, | 
Woodbury, Chauneey, S. P. Lee, Fuller 
and Nicholas, nearly three days ago} 
on the rocks at Honda have been r er 
covered according to Lieutenant ¢, 
V. Lee of the Chauncey, who is on-the 
beach to search for bodies. Three] 
bodies have been recovered, and the] 
list of missing and dead 
at, 22: .

One of the bodies found in the surf 
was identified by tattoo marks as 
that of S. Vanshank of White River, 
S. D. a fireman on board the Young. 
Another body has been identified as 
that of J: W. Conway. He was sea- 
man on the Delphy, according to his 
shipmates, though one man who knew 
him declared ha was from the fire- 
room. 


The plan to cut through the hull 
of the Young to find the bodies otf 
che crew has been postponed if not 
abandoned. It is now thought that 
there are few, if any, bodies in the 
wreck. The survivors from the 
Young declare that they believe that 
most of the crew reached the deck in 
time to jump overboard. The surt 
has been so heavy that it was tae 
impossible to land equipment 
cut the steel hull. Nothing further 
in this direction will be done until 
orders received from Washing- 
ton.

The men cf the patrol think that 
ultimately all bodies will be found 
‘in the surf, if recovered at all. 

The wrecked destroyers are 
hireaking up under the pounding 
the surf. The Woodbury, which i 
well out in the line of. breakers, has 
settled down into the sand. Those 
fast on the rocks are. still intact 
but cannot last long, as the sea 
has been unusually heavy for Hn 
past 24 hours. 

It is said by the navy men who 
are watching the wrecks . and 
searching for the bodies of the vic- 
tims that there is small hope of 
saving anything more than equip- 
ment, and uniless action can be 
taken quickly the machinery will 
be lost in the sand. 

Sightseers Stalled 

More than a hundred automobiles 
containing sightseers were stalled in 
the deen sand of the roads near the 
seene of the wreck last night. 

A carload of provisions and neces- 
sary equipment wag sent from this 
city today to the navy patrol at 
Honda. This will @rovide for a 
men until the navy department can 
get its machinery into operation. 

Admiral Kittelle on the U. S. S. 
Melville arrived off Honda last night, 
but his ship with the five naval tugs 
is lying five or six mfles offff shore 
without any means of communica- 
tion. Most of the time they are

IT is now as unfashionable for 
ations td fight as it is for individuals 
to seek satisfaction on the field of 
honor... By imperceptible gradations; 
we have come to frown upon the set- 
fling of personal differences with the 
pistols: or with the rapier: 

While so frowning, we read red- 
bldeded stories of duels to the death 
and quiver with the romance of them. 
We are a world of personal cowards 
and we obtain our greatest satisfac- 
tion in the contemplation of those ex- 
ceptions who submit their fates to 
the draw hand or to their quickness 
with club, sword or knife. 

“ We adore guts—in simeone else. 
Rack of it all is an unimpaired moral 
courage, however, that sends ys cru- 
sading when we are aroused P¥m_,what 
we believe to be right and necessary. 

To us who live in an age ‘of indus- 
‘trial killings, some of the manners de- 
scribed by the old code duello are as 
nonsensical as the Carpenter’s verse. 
The jargon of the field of honor is but 
little more comprehensible than gib- 
berish. a

national duelling is to be just as fri- 
diculous and just as heartily disap- 
proved of as the old repairing to some

joe states combined, 
fisca lyear. 

{ Reports pubdilshed by Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue Blair show that 
California, Illinois, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, New York, North Calo- 
lina, Qhio and Pennsylvania paid 
$1,969,181,108.84 to the government 
in taxes. 

All the other states combined paid 
In only $652,554,118.73. 
| New York alone paid in $664,796- 
118.82 which is more than all the 
states other than these nine. 

Our tax receipts in the fiscal year 
1923 were $575,705,885.43 less than 
‘in the fiseal year 1922. It was a 
tax reduction and yet it was not. 
The taxeg dropped because the 
comes dropped aml the wealth de- 
creased.
